(4) The rights protections we do enjoy 
today, the importance of which I do not 
minimize, are mostly a function of 
political and social mores, which have 
dramatically evolved over time and owe 
relatively little to courts using the 
Constitution to protect them. ” 


Remember, Barack Obama 
went to the law school at Harvard 
University. Hordes of future politicians 
and judges and law professors go 
through that place. 

Klarman's remarks were 
noticed over at The Economist. It is an 
open secret that The Economist is a 
mouthpiece for the global banking elite.

Supreme Court faces new gun 
control cases 

The Supreme Court is being 
asked again to redefine rights to gun 
ownership in a petition filed by a 
Maryland man who was arrested for 
carrying a handgun in his backpack. 

He argues that he should 
not need a license after the Supreme 
Court's ruling three years ago in District 
of Columbia v. Heller which ruled the 
Second Amendment gives all law- 







abiding adult citizens a right to keep 
guns in their homes. 

In the pending case of 
Williams i/. Maryland, Charles F. 
Williams is trying to overturn his 2008 
conviction, for carrying a legally 
purchased firearm in public without a 
permit. 

His attorney argues in the 
Supreme Court brief that Maryland law 
is so restrictive on gun ownership that it 
violates the Second Amendment's 
"right of the people to keep and bear 
arms." 

The Supreme Court's 
"analyses and plain statements" in the 
Heller decision show "the right to bear 
arms exists outside the home," 
Williams says in his brief. 

He also cited a Supreme 
Court ruling last year in McDonald v. 
Chicago that says state and local 
governments have no right to be more 
restrictive of gun ownership beyond the 
limits set by Congress. 

The anti-gun Brady Center 
to Prevent Gun Violence said that 
"Three years and more than 400 legal 
challenges later, courts - so far - have 
held that the Supreme Court's ruling in 
Heller was narrow and limited, and that 
the Second Amendment does not 
interfere with the people's right to enact 
legislation protecting families and 
communities from gun violence." 

Maryland's highest court, 
the Court of Appeals, upheld Williams' 
conviction. 

"If the Supreme Court 
...meant its holding to extend beyond 
home possession, it will need to say so 
more plainly," the Maryland Court of 
Appeals ruling says. 

Instead, "the Supreme 
Court considered a narrow question, 
namely whether 'the District [of 
Columbia's] ban on handgun 
possession in the home violate[d] the 
Second Amendment,"' the Court of 
Appeals said. "The [Supreme] Court 
concluded that, '[u]nlike possession of 
a gun for protection within a residence, 
carrying a concealed firearm presents a 
recognized threat to public order, and is 
prohibited as a means of preventing 
physical harm to persons other than the 
offender."' 

Similar issues of carrying 
guns outside the home arose in the 
case of Sean Masciandaro, a 
businessman who pulled off the road 
after a tiring day of work to take a nap 
in a park. 

A police officer stopped to 
check him out, which included looking 


in his trunk. He found a handgun that 
Masciandaro acknowledged was his 
own. 

He was convicted of 
violating a ban on having a loaded 
firearm in a vehicle on national 
parkland. 

Masciandaro also filed a 
recent petition asking the Supreme 
Court to review his case. 

"If there is a Second 
Amendment right outside the home, it 
surely applies to law-abiding citizens 
carrying handguns for self-defense 
while traveling on public highways," his 
petition says.

The due process-free 
assassination of U.S. citizens 
is reality 

In Jan 10, 2010 Dana Priest of 
the Washington Post reported that after 
the Sept. 11 attacks, Pres. Bush gave 
the CIA, and later the military, authority 
to kill U.S. citizens abroad if strong 
evidence existed that an American was 
involved in organizing or carrying out 
terrorist actions against the U.S. or U.S. 
interests. 

The Obama administration has 
adopted the same stance. If a U.S. 
citizen joins al-Qaeda, "it doesn't really 
change anything from the standpoint of 
whether we can target them," a senior 
administration official said. "They are 
then part of the enemy." Both the CIA 
and the Joint Special Operations 
Command maintain lists of individuals, 
called "High Value Targets" and "High 
Value Individuals," whom they seek to 
kill or capture. The JSOC list includes 
three Americans, including [Islamic 
cleric Anwar] al-Awlaki. As of several 
months ago [as of Jan. 2010], the CIA 
list included three U.S. citizens, and an 
intelligence official said that al-Awalki's 
name has now been added. 

Thus the Obama administration 
has ordered the assassination of 
American citizens without any due 
process. No effort was made to indict 
Anwar al-Awlaki for any crimes (despite 
a report last October that the Obama 
administration was "considering" 
indicting him). Despite substantial doubt 
among Yemen experts about whether 
he even has any operational role in Al 
Qaeda, no evidence (as opposed to 
unverified government accusations) was 
presented of his guilt. When Awlaki's 
father sought a court order barring 


Obama from killing his son, the DOJ 
argued that such decisions were "state 
secrets" and thus beyond the scrutiny of 
the courts. He was simply ordered killed 
by the President: his judge, jury and 
executioner. 

After several unsuccessful 
efforts to assassinate its own citizen, the 
U.S. succeeded today. It almost 
certainly was able to find and kill Awlaki 
with the help of its long-time close friend 
President Saleh, who took a little time 
off from murdering his own citizens to 
help the U.S. murder its. The U.S. thus 
transformed someone who was, at best, 
a marginal figure into a martyr, and 
again showed its true face to the world.

Awlaki was born in the U.S. in 
1971 while his father, a Yemeni citizen, 
attended school in New Mexico on a 
tax-paid Fulbright scholarship.

Law-enforcement agencies 
from Massachusetts to Arizona are 
preparing to outfit their forces with 
controversial hand-held facial- 
recognition devices as soon as 
September. 

With the device, which 
attaches to an iPhone, an officer can 
snap a picture of a face from up to five 
feet away, or scan a person’s irises from 
up to six inches away, and do an 
immediate search to see if there is a 
match with a database of people with 
criminal records.

Obama's jobs plan 

The Environmental Protection 
is asking for taxpayers to shoulder the 
burden of up to 230,000 new 
bureaucrats — at a cost of $21 billion. 

The EPA aims to regulate 
greenhouse gas emissions through the 
Clean Air Act, even though the law 
doesn’t give the EPA explicit power to 
do so. The agency’s authority to move 
forward is being challenged in court by 
petitioners who argue that such a 
decision should be left to Congress. 

If the EPA wins the number of 
businesses forced into this regulatory 
regime would grow from approximately 
14,000 now to as many as 6.1 million. 

“While EPA acknowledges that 
come 2016, the administrative burdens 
may still be so great that compliance ... 
may still be absurd or impossible to 
administer at that time, that does not 
mean that the Agency is not moving 
toward the statutory thresholds,” the 
EPA wrote in a September 16 court 
briefing. 

“Hiring the 230,000 full-time 
employees necessary to produce the 
1.4 billion work hours required to 
address the actual increase in permitting 
functions would result in an increase in 
Title V administration costs of $21 billion 
per year,” the EPA wrote. 

The petitioner suing the EPA is 
the Coalition for Responsible 
Regulation, a trade group reportedly 
linked to domestic chemical companies.

Gunfight: The Battle Over the 
Right to Bear Arms in America 

By Adam Winkler 

In his first book, Daily Beast 
columnist Winkler (Constitutional 
Law/UCLA) takes on the contentious 
issue of gun control in the United States. 

There have always been plenty 
of guns in America, but also plenty of 
gun control. For the author, there 
remains a need for both, yet extremist 
positions have emerged on both sides. 
“Gun nuts” argue for the absolute right 
of individuals to arm themselves, “gun 
grabbers” for a complete ban on all 
privately owned guns. The Second 
Amendment to the Constitution has 
been of little help, as it is not clear if the 
Amendment meant simply to ensure the 
formation of state militias or indeed gave 
the individual the right to bear arms. In 
2008, a Washington, D.C., law banning 
all handguns was challenged before the 
U.S. Supreme Court, thus putting to the 
test the meaning of the Second 
Amendment. The unifying thread of the 


book is Winkler’s Grisham-like story of 
the personalities and issues surrounding 
this case. He also places the current 
debate within an often surprising 
historical context. Yes, the Founding 
Fathers expected white men to have 
guns for service in the militia, but they 
also surrounded such gun possession 
with rules and regulations. The Wild 
West was not so wild after all. Places 
like Tombstone and Dodge City had 
some of the strongest gun laws ever 
devised in America. Race has played a 
large part in gun control, as before and 
after the Civil War black Americans 
were often terrorized by armed whites, 
with little legal recourse to arming 
themselves for self-defense. In 1967, 
Gov. Ronald Reagan signed into law 
strict prohibitions on the carrying of 
arms after the Black Panthers marched 
into the California Capitol Building 
armed to the teeth. In the end, the 
Supreme Court struck down the D.C. 
law but also noted there remained the 
right of government to regulate gun 
ownership. Winkler writes that this 
decision may open the way for action to 
truly reduce gun violence, yet 
unfortunately offers few suggestions for 
what these actions might be

Have gun permit, will not 
travel - if police brass win 

Forty-eight states - 49 in 
November, when Wisconsin joins the 
pack - allow their residents to carry 
concealed weapons. Illinois remains the 
only holdout. 

Until now, states have been 
able to set their own rules for 
concealed-carry permits. 

These differences would be 
obliterated by the National Right-to- 
Carry Reciprocity Act, which was taken 
up by a House panel last week. The act 
would force states that allow concealed- 
carry to permit out-of-town visitors to 
tote hidden handguns if they have 
obtained a license elsewhere.

If the de jure thesis is not a 
fanciful myth, where is the foundation for 
it? 

In addition to the lack of 
foundation, there also is a lack of logic. 
There is no way to draw a realistic 
distinction between a de jure and a de 
facto government. By definition, a 
government must be able to compel 
acceptance of its dictates through 
physical coercion. If it can do that, it 
automatically assumes the status of de 
jure, because anyone who claims 
otherwise becomes an enemy of the 
state and risks prison or execution as a 
traitor. De facto governments never 
exist except in the vocabulary of their 
opponents who want to replace them. 
All new governments are de facto in the 
eyes of the previous order. However, 
after they have consolidated their power 
and are able to discipline their 
populations through coercion, they 
become the new de jure. 

Trying to build a freedom 
movement on a distinction between de 
facto and de jure governments is merely 
a veiled way of declaring an intent to 
overthrow the existing government but 
doing so in a way that sounds less 
radical. That may fool innocent recruits 
but it will not fool those in the existing 
government who are charged with 
monitoring such things and making sure 
that treason (in their eyes) is punished. 

Holding private elections and 
accepting political positions such as 
Senator or Governor or Sheriff within a 
so-called de jure government-in-exile is 
like little children playing house. Suzie 
says to her playmates: "I'll be the 
mommy, you be the daddy, and you will 




be the baby." No matter how seriously 
they take these roles in their let's- 
pretend world, it is still just a game. It is 
not the model we should choose in our 
real battle for freedom. This is in the 
same category as the alleged 
significance of all capital letters, 
avoiding zip codes, straw-men identities, 
and getting hung up on the corporate 
nature of all government entities - 
anything to keep us occupied with 
pointless theories and endless rhetoric. 
Meanwhile, we have a real war to win in 
the power centers that are controlling 
our lives!

Gun buybacks for kids? It's 
about toys ... and pizza 

This was a different kind of gun 
buyback program. 

The guns being bought back 
weren’t 9 mm handguns or Glocks. 
Instead, they were Nerf guns or toy 
pistols. 

And they weren’t being bought 
with cash. This time, the currency was 
pizza slices, notebooks and dress shirts. 

The FATHERS group and 
Bona Pizza teamed up Monday for a 
buyback aimed at younger teens and 
preteens at the pizzeria at Bailey and 
Kensington avenues. 

The idea was simple: Don’t let 
kids get used to firing weapons, even if 
they’re toys. 

“It makes them too 
comfortable, holding that gun,’’ said 
Leonard Lane, president of Fathers 
Armed Together to Help, Educate, 
Restore and Save. 

“A toy gun today, a real gun 
tomorrow,” said Charles Cina, owner of 
Bona Pizza. “That’s what we want to 
stop.” 

So kids such as Tarence 
Callaham, 14, a Buffalo ninth-grader, 
brought in his green and orange Nerf 
gun. In return, Tarence got a piece of 
pepperoni pizza, a snazzy dress shirt 
and the chance to shoot some hoops in 
the pizzeria parking lot. 

“I learned that you shouldn’t 
have guns and stuff,” Tarence said. “It 
gives kids an education not to play with 
bad things.” 

“Bailey Avenue is an area 
where gun violence is up,” Lane said. 
“Let’s be real. The only way we can 
save this community is to work 
together—the residents, the 

businesses—to stop violence.” 

Lane said the five-hour gun 
buyback was expected to take about 
100 toy guns from young people. 


“We’ve got to be willing to 
exchange everything and anything to 
get guns off the street,” he added. 

So what will the FATHERS 
group do with the 100 or so toy guns? 

“We plan on burying them,” 
Lane said. “We’re going to get a coffin 
and put the guns in the coffin, and we’re 
going to close that coffin and pray. 

“It’s symbolic — burying the 
guns that have been burying us."

The money has flowed into 
the hands of five key “experts” and 
“scholars” who comprise the central 
nervous system of anti-Muslim 
propaganda:

Retailers warned of anti-gun 
survey 

The National Shooting Sports 
Foundation (NSSF) -- the trade 
association for America's firearms 
industry -- is urging extreme caution 
should retailers decide to participate in 
a firearms licensee survey being 
distributed by anti-gun researcher and 
activist Garen Wintemute and his 
colleagues at the University of 
California at Davis. A letter 
accompanying the survey, signed by 
Dr. Wintemute, claims the aim of their 
research is to better understand "the 
unique perspective of firearms 
licensees on important social issues 
and the firearms business itself." 

Dr. Wintemute, who serves as 
the director of the Violence Prevention 
Research Program at UC Davis, is 
perhaps best known for authoring the 
anti-gun report "Ring of Fire: The 
Handgun Makers of Southern 
California."

"undercover operations" of gun shows 
for their report, "Inside Gun Shows:

10 Arizona Sheriffs Call for AG

Legendary Major League 
baseball pitcher Roger Clemens faces a 
retrial for perjury for allegedly lying to 
Congress when he denied that he had 
used steroids.

CDC demanding child 
immunization records

Centers for Disease Control is now 
engaged in a household surveillance 
program that involves calling U.S. 
households and intimidating parents 
into producing child immunization 
records. As part of what it deems a 


National Immunization Survey (NIS), 
the CDC is alerting households that 
they will be called by "NORC at the 
University of Chicago" and they should 
"have your child's immunization records 
handy when answering our questions." 

This NIS vaccine 
compliance program is revealed in a 
letter by Edward J. Sondik, PhD, the 
director of the National Center for 
Health Statistics at the CDC. The CDC, 
you may recall, was instrumental in 
pushing the false swine flu pandemic 
scare and encouraging governments to 
order billions of dollars’ worth of 
vaccines from drug companies. 

"Your phone number was 
chosen randomly by computer," 
explains the letter, which says that the 
CDC will use your information to 
generate a map of vaccine compliance- 
- no doubt to later target low- 
compliance areas with increased 
vaccination propaganda or even court- 
ordered immunization mandates like 
the one we witnessed in Maryland 
(http://www.naturalnews.com/022242) 

"It is important for us to 
interview every household we call to 
get a complete picture of your area's 
immunization rates," the CDC letter 
explains. "Your answers to the NIS will 
provide information to help improve the 
nation's health now and in the years 
ahead." 

The NORC.org website 
openly admits this is all about public 
health surveillance, saying: "the NIS is 
one of the largest telephone surveys in 
the nation and its data are considered 
the gold standard for public health 
surveillance on immunization rates." 

"Respondents are asked a 
series of questions about the 
vaccinations received by selected 
children (including recommended 
seasonal flu vaccines)," says NORC. 
"Respondents are also asked for 
permission to contact the children's 
health providers for the sole purpose of 
obtaining immunization records, 
providing an important supplement to 
the household report," NORC explains.

"NORC then sends an 
Immunization History Questionnaire via 
mail to these health providers," it says. 
And once the data are compiled: 
"These data are used by the CDC and 
state and local public health agencies 
to monitor the potential for disease 
outbreaks at the community level and 
to allocate resources for the Vaccines 
for Children (VFC) Program, which 




ensures that all children in the U.S. 
have access to vaccinations regardless 
of financial status." 

"Public health" has been so 
perverted and distorted under the 
government / pharmaceutical collusion 
regime that instead of teaching people 
how to prevent disease with nutritious 
foods, vitamin D and low-cost natural 
cures, the government is all about 
injecting infants with vaccines, 
irradiating women's breasts with 
mammograms, and outlawing dietary 
supplements while claiming to be 
working under the label of "public 
health." 

Under a heading called 
"Advances in Survey Research," 
NORC adds something that should 
raise some red flags among privacy 
advocates, saying "In collaboration with 
CDC, NORC has spearheaded an 
ambitious research program to identify 
best practices for sampling landline and 
cell telephones and develop valid 
statistical approaches for weighting and 
estimation." 

Cell phones? Ambitious 
research programs? This only begins to 
make sense when you realize that the 
CDC awarded $5 billion grant money to 
computer surveillance and weapons 
contractors to develop aggressive 
public health (vaccine compliance) 
surveillance programs

If this seems surprising, 
remember that the Institute of 
Medicine, another key propaganda 
mouthpiece for the vaccine industry, is 
funded in part by the Department of 
Defense and the Department of 
Homeland Security.

What the CDC is also

in Denver, called Operation Mountain 
Guardian featured government SWAT 
teams and armed military-style squads 
entering public schools and terrorizing 
children with simulated gunfire and 
explosions, then conducting secret 
mass-arrest exercises in a large sports 
stadium.

Of course, the CDC claims 
your privacy will be protected in all this 
(yeah, right). "Strict U.S. laws require 
that we protect your family's information 
and keep it confidential," the CDC's 
letter says. Importantly, however, there 
is nothing in the CDC's letter that says 
it will not violate those laws. So it's 
really just clever lawyer-speak to say 
that "laws require we protect your 
information" without saying the CDC 
will abide by those laws. 

After all, there are strict 
U.S. laws that prevent the ATF from 
running guns into Mexico, but it violated 
those laws anyway. There are strict 
U.S. laws that require the President to 
seek Congressional approval for acts of 
war, but those laws have been violated 
routinely for decades. There are strict 
U.S. laws that protect the due process 
of U.S. citizens, and yet the U.S. is 
steeped in illegal secret prisons and 
torture initiatives that have actually 
been expanded under the Obama 
administration. In fact, if there's 
anything we've all learned about 
watching the federal government over 
the last decade, it's that the 
government will openly and brazenly 
violate whatever laws it wants in order 
to get what it wants. 

The real agenda of this 
entire vaccine survey becomes crystal 
clear at the end of the CDC's letter, 
which pushes a vaccine agenda with 
the question: "How do I find out more 
about immunizations and places to get 
them?" It then gives out a toll-free 
number to call to "get the phone 
number of a doctor of clinic near you." 


If your receive one of these 
letters from the CDC, the safest thing to 
do in all this is screen all your phone 
calls and simply refuse to answer 
your phone. Do NOT tell them you are 
opposed to vaccines, or you may find 
yourself being visited by Child 
Protective Services or government 
thugs wielding loaded firearms pointed 
at your head. (This is no longer just a 
theory. It's factually true.) 

The government is now 
admittedly using weapons technology 
companies, phone surveillance 
techniques, immunization tracking and 
statistical analysis to find out who is not 
being vaccinated.
